Then when worldly means will 


| not delp our decayed eſtate, the 


laſt refuge is to call on God. When 
the Apothecaries pots cannot draw 
them out of the bed of ſickneſs, 
(after all) prayer chuſes God for 
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the Phyſition, When 12. years Mark 5. 


Phyfick will do no good, then- the 
diſeaſed woman cares not to ask 
Ghiift his counſel, When death 
or the utmoſt end of any evil ap- 
proaches, then doth the worldly 
ſpirit tuin to God, becauſe he can- 
not work it out himſelf: an evil 
ordering, when God muſt be pnt 
inthe ſecond and laſt place. Thus 
juſtly doth God ſuffer men to de- 
ſpiſe ſmall Croſles, tillthey by ne- 
glect of prayer. grow-- vehement 
and immenſe, like waters from 
the ankle to the chin. Well 
worth St. Auftine, who, when his 


In Con- 


teeth did but ake, did flie unto ſeſl lib.s, 


prayer, and defired them that 
were preſent with him to prey for 
him, and with him : whereas we 

| on- 
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only fooliſhly, ungodlily, do de- 
fire the prayers of others, and fly 
to our own prayers, only when e- 
vils are grown great and ripe. Be 
our evils never ſo ſmall, yet they 
may grow greater, unleſs we 
take prayer the remedy for preyen- 
tion. | 
Second error is of Godly men, 
who by the greatneſs of thcir ſins, 
or afflictions are kept and affright- 
cd from prayer, asif it were only 
able to remove lighter burdens ; 
nay rather, they- ſhould be more 
diligent in prayer, by how mugh 
more vehement their anguiſh is. 
If your evil be ſogreat, why do 
you encreaſe it ? Expectation 
of deliverance from the moſt lea- 
den and heavieſt weights is not 
hopeleſs, unleſs we be prayerleſs: 
This 1s as if ſome filly one ſhould 
argue,Strong ropes and good tack- 
lings, firm Maſts, and whole Sails 
are profitable ina calm Sea, but 
in a ſtorm an violent tempeſt no- 
thing will ho!d, all will be broken 
with the Winks; yea, {owvbtleſs.tf 
12 Our Calm or evils prayer bo oro- 
r-:HIC 
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fitable, much more is it neceſſary 
when the winds blow, the rain fall 
and the ſtorms beat, for this will 
underprop and ſtabliſh a Chriſtian 
to keep him from falling.
